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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.1 37(b), filed August 17, 2005, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED.

Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) filed with the instant petition. 

The Power of Attorney and Change of Correspondence has been accepted and recorded. 

The statement claiming small entity status in accordance with 37 CFR 1.27 embodied in the 
petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) has been made of record and small entity status has been 
accorded. 
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The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.137(b) in that petitioner has suppUed (1) the 
reply in the form of an Amendment and a Request for Continued Examination (RCE); (2) the 
petition fee of $750; and (3) the required statement of unintentional delay have been received. 
Accordingly, the petition filed August 17, 2005 is accepted as having been unintentionally 
delayed.
